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WEEKLY LETTER 
FIELD BEANS 


Farmers who are interested 1 
in growing field beans are no 
doubt planning now to seed 
them if they have not already 
done so- 

Ex tens ives tests have been con 
ducted with field beans at the 
Lethbridge Experimental Stat¬ 
ion for at least twelve years. 
Many different varieties have 
been included in the test plots 
each season, and experiments 
have als 0 bee n conducted to de¬ 
termine the best date, rate and 
method of seeding, and the ef¬ 
fect of commercial fertilizer. 
Other problems encountered in 
the grown# of this crop have 
been dealt with as well and from 
our experience obtained over a 
period of years we consider that 
)>eanrt are a crop worth,, of nior 1 
consideration than they have 
been give n * n the past. 

The shortness of our growing 
seaso n must always be kept in 
mind as probably the greatest 
cVif^Vvantage to be contended 
with. We must, therefore, make 
every effort possible,to have our 
liean crops harvested about the 
first of Sept. The weather re¬ 
cords at the Station show that 
elver a periodof about 20 year 
the average date of the first 
fall frosts has been Sept. 10th 
and of the fjirst killing frost, 
which isfour degrees or more, 
September 20th. 

For several years past we have 
seeded beans at intervals of ten 
days apart commencing a s early 
as possible in the spring and ex¬ 
tending till June 20th. Results 


obtained from this experiment 
indicate that nothing is gained 
bv seeding l>eans earlier than 
May 10th as plots seeded on that 
date and all plots seeded 
previous to it have ripened at 
the same time and given app¬ 
roximately t he seme yields- 
Plots seeded on May 20th have 
also ripened practically as early 
as those seeded on May 10th, 
and for the last tw 0 seasons 
those seeded on June 1st have 


seven acres of beans without 
difficulty with a machine of 
this kind. By making a few ad 
justments and adding a few 
specia] pulleys ordinaVy thresh 
ing machines can be used to 
thresh beans. 

As time goes along wo are 
likely to see more interest being 
shown in beans in this district, 
particular^ as a specialized 
crop for irrigated land.

Every 
effort, however should bo made 
to have the seeding of beans 
compleated by May 20th- 
The choice of variety is a most 
important factor in bean glo¬ 
wing. It is important to choose 
a variety of a type which meets 
the market requirements and 
which is early enough to be de¬ 
pended upon. Of the numerous 
varieties tested at the Station 
• the Burbank variety, which is a 
small white one i s the best 
one which has proved most sat 
isfactory. This variety should 
b v seeded about 60 lbs pci acre 
when the rows arc spaced 22 
inches npilrt. 

Wo find that beans can be 
grown much more economically 
now than they were grown a 
few years ago. Sugar beet drills 
and cultivators work excellently 
for drilling and cultivating 
beans,and last summer by pro¬ 
curing special bean pulling 
knives from a, machine company 
in town, & attaching them to a 
two row corn-planter, we found 

that the problem of pulling 
beans was no longer a thing 
to be dreaded. One man and

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Thirty-Six Million in One Hand 


E ight cheques totalling in value 
no less a sum than $.->6,<u5,- 
630 changed hands on May 1 
when the Canadian Pacific Hall- 
way paid off tho balance in P| iu- 
cipal and intorent due of the sixty 
million dollar loan contracted in 
1933, and guaranteed by the Do¬ 
minion Government at that time. 

It will be r^nembered that in 
June of that flUr the Canadian 
Pacific had to ral-c the sixty mil¬ 
lions to meet maturing obliga- 
( qua. The money markets of the 
world were then feeling the fid 
effect of the financial crisis and 
were closed with the result ilia 
it was not possible for a C un;«- 
dian institution to borrow so 
large a sum on advantageous 
terms. The Canadian banks 
therefore agreed to combine in 
making this loan, but as an added 
measure of security to the bank j, 
the Dominion Government agreed 


to guarantee re-payment of the 
loan both as to principal and in¬ 
terest. The loan was to mature 
In five years, or might be paid 
off by tho Canadian Pacific prior 
thereto on notice to be given to 
the banks. It has been paid off 
in full In less than three years, 
and the obligation of tho Govern¬ 
ment to guarantee payment came 
to an end automatically the mo- 
ment t|ie cheques issued today 
were presented. Furthermore, 
since all interest and other char¬ 
ges have boon paid by the Com¬ 
pany, the entire transaction has 
not cost the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment one cent. The loan ori¬ 
ginally carried an interest rate 
of five per cent., but later this 
was reduced to four and a half 
per cent. New loans raised by 
111 o Company to pay thin off were 
made at a still lower rute of in¬ 
terest.

ferior seed is being sown, the 
flood seed bed conditions at pres 


out enhance the possibilities for 
mal growth. In Quebec the 
> : j generally is in good condit¬ 
ion. and pastures, meadows and 
fruit trees show no sign of 
winterkill. In Ontario land pre 
parat on is general and seeding 
ommcnced. Fall wheat win¬ 
tered /ell and lias since prog- 
re seel in the absence of frost 
u.iaging winds. In the Mar- 
Provinces pastures and 
. including areas flood- 
spring, are generally in 
1 condition. In British Col¬ 
umbia farm ng operations are 
\ eeks late but the 
;' ’ • i hi goo 1 condition and fall 


wheat and hay crops wintered 
well. Details follow: 

PRAIRIE PROVINCES 

Alberta—Wheat seeding is 
now fairly general. The seed 
early germination if warm weat 
early germination if wrm weath 
her continues. Moisture condit¬ 
ions are satisfactory, but there 
is little subsoil reserve in the 
southeastern area. l n the Peace 
River District operations com¬ 
menced two weeks earlier than 
last year. Rett seeding is well 
advanced. Saskatchewan—Seed¬ 
ing operations have commenced 
and are becoming general in all 
sections of the Province- Early 
moisture conditions are favour 
able and with thei exception of 
a few scattered districts subsoil 
reserves have shown improvem 
ent. Indications are that the 
wheat acreage will be smaller 
than that of last year. Manitoba 
—Wheat seeding is general in 
the southern and central areas 
and a start has been made in 
norther n districts. The seed bed 
generally is in good condition 
with sufficient moisture for pre 
Rent requirements. A slightly re 
duerd wheat acreage is expected. 

PROVINCE OF QUEBEC 

Cold weather has retarded 
work on the land throughout 
the Province. Adverse weather 
conditions also affected the 
run of maple syrup and the 
crop on the whole is reported 
below average in quality and 
quantity. Livestock wintered 
well. In the lower St. Lawrence 
and Lake St. Joh n districts fr¬ 
ost is slow in leaving the gro¬ 
und and to date very little field 
work has been done- Pastures 
and meadows aho w a healthy 
growth. In the Ottawa Valley 
and Eastern Townships spring 
ploughing is proceeding but 
low areas are still too wet to 
cultivate. The soil is in good 
condition. Seeding of tobacco in 
hot beds has commenced- 

PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 

Old meadows and new' clover 
seeding are in healthy condition, 
with no winter killing in evid¬ 
ence. Fruit trees wintered sat¬ 
isfactorily and budding has 
commenced. Tobacco and other 
plants under glass are in need 
<>f crnlight and warmer w’eather 
for growth stimulation. Owing 
to bountiful supplies of food 
• a st reason, livestock are being 
turned out in excellent condition 
Ample moisture for spring 
growth is assured. 

MARITIME PROVINCES 

No winter killing of fruit 
trees is reported.
